nel in the service except as commissioned officers, 

surgeons of one grade or another. Many hold a 

mistaken belief that no one is wanted for “ache and 
pain” work unless he is a graduate dentist or physician. 
Students of draft age in these professions have thought it 
incumbent on themselves to enroll and then wait until they 
get their degrees, probably a full year or two years, before 
they see any action. The result is that not a few are beginning 
te get restless. 


The other day in Minneapolis I was approached by two 
members of the senior class of the University of Minnesota 
dental college. Enrolled, they had been waiting many a month 
for some signs of a call to duty. 

“What chance is there for us to get into the Navy?” said 


(Fs in S rarely think of the dental or medical person- 


one. 


“As officers?” I asked. 


“We don’t care what the rating is,” said the other, “as 
long as we climb into some kind of a uniform and get busy.” 

“Why don’t you try for the Hospital Corps?” I suggested, 
and in two minutes they were on the run toward the recruiting 
ofice to make inquiries. 


Though the majority of the men enlisted in the Navy 
Hospital Corps had neither dental nor medical training when 
they entered the service, this duty has attracted scores of 
students preparing to embark on those professions. To be 
delegated to attend our sick or wounded blue jackets at sea is 
fascinating work. To hold the responsibility which assists in 
directing preventive and curative methods of conserving health 
is a branch of service which makes a deep appeal to men of 
therapeutic predilections. When there is no surgeon nearby, 
it is the hospital corpsmen who must give first aid; frequently 
this means lives saved. 
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The Prosthetic Laboratory Offers the bluejJackets work engaging in 
its newness and utility. 

At the U. S. Naval Training Schools in Minneapolis the 
instruction of hospital apprentices to become pharmacist’s mates 
has assumed a prominent part of the regime. This side of the 
station’s war activity has been undertaken by the medical and 
dental schools of the University of Minnesota. Ordinarily 
dental teaching is not included in the curriculum for these Navy 
corpsmen; now that dentistry has asserted its importance by 
Occupying a very considerable portion of the schedule at 
Minnesota it is hoped that if other universities engage upon a 
similar enterprise for the Navy, a like balance between the 
medical and dental courses can be maintained. 


The bluejackets work long enough at a stretch to get 
lasting benefit. Every period in the dental laboratories and 
clinics extends over an hour and a half. The hundred sailors 
meet in sections of ten or twenty to study prosthetics and 
dental anatomy, filling, extraction, oral surgery, and above all 
as a general foundation for the entire course, oral hygiene. 

Dentists naturally will find nothing new in the outline of 
the instruction as given. But it may be interesting to discover 
just how far the professors are able to go with the sailors (one- 
third of whom had been to college before they enlisted, while 
ninety per cent had been to high school or further) in a con- 
densed wartime training program of four months. When the 
corpsmen go to sea or to Naval Hospitals on the Atlantic coast 
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they will at least know whether a tooth should be cleaned, filled 
or pulled, and whatever is required, they will know how to do it. 
In oral hygiene, the men in divisions of ten are taken first 
to the classroom to be instructed with the aid of charts, photo- 
graphs and casts. To begin with, they learn the toilet of the 
mouth as impressively as in medical hygiene they learn the 
toilet of the skin. This detail brings up questions of diet which 
make for oral soundness, mechanical repair, and systemic 
disease through tooth neglect. Common mouth diseases pre- 
ventable by hygiene are enumerated as caries, leading to death 
of the nerve and eventually to bone inflammation where the 
pulp emerges from the root-end; gingivitis, or inflammation of 
the gum edge, displaying the symptoms of soft, red or bluish, 
slightly swollen, shiny, sore, easily bleeding gums; pyorrhea, 
resulting from a separation of the surrounding tissue from the 
root; forming pockets; and tooth movement, either slow shifting 
or back and forth, causing in a single tooth the loosening of the 
root, degeneration, and final loss of its investing attachment. 
The bluejackets next learn the causes of caries; improper 


diet, forgetting the toothbrush and poor dental work. They - 


are taught to advise against concentrated, pasty food which 
starts fermentation around the teeth, and to eat fresh fruit if 
obtainable, after fine wheat flour foods, or else to brush the 
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Practice In giving irrigations supplements the instruction in oral Hygiene. 
By this system the training of the hospital corps is well 
rounded and complete. 
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One pair of bluejackets serve as operator and patient while the other 
men observe, then take chairs to expose and clean the 
teeth of one another as directed. 


teeth immediately. Special attention is directed to irregular 
tooth formations which often leave spots hard to keep clean. 
Factors conducive to gingivitis bring about a discussion of the 
bacteria always in contact with the gum edge, and the men are 
instructed in the relation of constipation to the bacterial coating 
of the entire alimentary tract. Lack of gum stimulation through 
inadequate chewing is shown to break down resistance against 
penetration of bacteria, multiplying rapidly in the deposits of 
lime salts on tooth surfaces against the gum, whence the descent 
toward the root and the beginning of pyorrhea. Mechanical 
agents giving rise to tooth movement are of course demonstrated 
in the loss of the lower first molar, and the extension downward 
of the outer cusps farther than the inner. Then too, faulty 
crown and bridge work, and chewing tobacco are mentioned. 

It should be remembered that as fast as these points are 
explained to the navy men in class, the students proceed at once 
to the examining room, where civilian clinics afford plentiful 
and diverse material for observation. The apprentices get not 
merely a text or chart picture of the subject in hand, but a 
human picture, striking, instructive, permanent. 

The next topic taken up in oral hygiene is methods of 
treatment for these common mouth diseases. In caries, removal! 
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advice to the patient on artificial ways of keeping the teeth 
clean, and on correction of diet. For gingivitis, it is recom- 
mended first that all concretions of calculus be scaled off tooth 
surfaces, both above and beneath gum edges, then that the 
crown and exposed root sides be smoothed as far as permissable, 
to cut down the bacteria holding capacity. Where a pocket 
reaches the root-end, extraction is advised. Lastly, as in caries, 
thorough instruction in mouth toilet and regulated diet is given. 
Tooth movement, when not too pronounced, the sailors learn 
to treat by grinding, to make articulation mechanically true and 
to relieve lateral motion. If loss of molar support is the cause, 
repair by prosthetics is prescribed. 


The technique of cleaning teeth follows; here the blue- 
jackets learn best by working upon one another. Half the men 
in a section sit in chairs while the other half wield the instru- 
ments. First they remove with scalers the soft deposits, stains 
and salivary calculus; next they test and scale free of any 


serumal calculus the tooth surfaces beneath the. gum edges, ° 


taking care that the root side is left smooth as far down as the 
gum is detached. In this process they use also planing instru- 
ments and various files. For polishing, a porte carrier and 
orange wood points are employed, with fine pumice for buccal 

















Two full weeks are devoted to head bandaging. The hospital apprentice 
can be of material assistance to the dental surgeon. 
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of decay, preparation and filling of cavities are considered, with - 
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- and lingual areas and side dental tape with pumice for proxi- 
mals. ‘The art of holding and sawing this tape properly is 
emphasized. ‘To test for clean teeth the well known staining 
solution of I, ZnI, KI, glycerine and water is used, and the 
corpsmen are alert to wage war on the brown blemishes. 


Instruction in ordinary daily cleaning of teeth centers 
around the necessity of gum massage, with finger or cloth in 
case tenderness develops canker sores. Care in diet is again 
stressed, to reduce intestinal fermentation and consequent 
bacterial masses in the mouth, so that teeth and jaws get 
ample exercise and stimulation. It is not expected that a sailor, 
especially in wartime, is going to worry much about his diet, 
any more than he is going to keep to the letter the ten com- 
mandments, but if at the morning sick call aboard a dread- 
naught a man appears with a galloping pyorrhea, some timely 
words from the examining hospital apprentice anent what not 
tc eat may prove effectual. To speak of prevention in ounces 
and of cure in pounds is too moderate; for every ounce of 
prevention a ton of cure is dispensed, else dentists in hundreds 
would stop work at noon and go out-to the golf links. 


Care is taken to train the men to distinguish between 
pyorrhea and other common diseases often mistaken for it. 
The dangers of ulcerative stomatitis are described, with its 
peculiar gray symptoms, its ravages if unsuccessfully treated. 
The medication advocated is the simple and familiar bichloride- 
peroxide mouth wash four or five times daily. Mercurial 
stomatitis is also taken up, and the apprentices are shown how 
to treat the patient by cleaning the teeth and pocketed root 
surfaces, together with a vigorous routine of gum massage and 
tooth brushing. 


The final subject in the oral hygiene navy course is 
systemic disease following unhealthy mouth conditions. Naval 
surgeons will look to hospital corpsmen for suggestions in 
diagnosis; at the dental college this contingency is not over- 
looked. It is pointed out that bacteria from gingivitis or 
abscesses enter the blood stream, that if these abscesses arc 
blind the patient may be totally unaware of existing trouble. 
Symptoms which the men are directed to note are rheumatic 
Ppams in joints or muscles, nervousness, malaise, and in severe 
cases arthritis, heart disease, nephritis, stomach ulcer. By 
remedying the mouth infection at five day intervals, it is advised 
that the systemic lesion can be greatly benefited. In cases of 
neuralgia or varied nervous disorders the sailors are told to look 
not for infectious poisoning, but to X-ray for impacted or 
unerupted teeth or abscesses mechanically pressing on a nerve 
trunk. 
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It is not essential to go into as full detail with the remaining 
courses. The foregoing resume of the work in oral hygiene, 
cutpointed in significance by no other subject in dentistry, 
illustrates typically about how far the sailors can go in a con- 
densed war course of one semester. Combined with their 
additional schooling in therapeutics, anatomy, pharmacology, 
physiology and nursing, at the medical school, each study as 
broadly handled as the one just described, the profession can 
gauge with what degree of efficiency these naval surgeons’ 
assistants will minister to the health of the enlisted men. In 
concluding I shall touch merely upon the main headings of navy 
training in other departments of the dental college. 


Ten exercises are given in prosthesis and dental anatomy. 
With the modeling compound the corpsmen take a full upper 
impression, from which a plaster cast is taken; these operations 
are repeated for the mandible, and with a wire articulator the 
two jaws are mounted in occlusion. Next the upper jaw bone is 
modeled in clay and outfitted with teeth which each sailor 


selects from a large trayfull of specimens. Tuberosities, | 


foramina, dental canals and fossae are indicated. This is then 
done for the lower jaw. In anatomy the men are required to 
cut cross and longitudinal sections in molars and anterior 
teeth, specially observing the pulp cavity and root canals. Each 
section is mounted with wax on a wooden block, and annotated. 
At this work the hospital apprentices toil like demons, because 
a handicraft intensely novel confronts them, with results bearing 
elements of the picturesque. 

Operative dentistry, or filling, takes up the subject of caries 
introduced in the oral hygiene course. Here the men learn the 
histology of the teeth, pathology of the pulp, and the meaning 
of periapical tissue infections. Instructors or civilian seniors 
in the dental college take the bluejackets in sections of five, 
and demonstrate the accessibility and sensibility of cavities, 
chiseling down enamel, pulp protection, retention form for 
temporary fillings. ‘Temporary stopping of cavities, treatment 
for infected teeth, and how to apply cement and amalgam are 
then taught. No apprentice will be expected to make a gold 
inlay or a restoration—if an enlisted man wants that sort of 
dental work done let him wait until after the war—but by 
repeated practice with the “engine” in excavating small decay 
the sailors will certainly be able to forestall many a severe 
toothache. 

In the extraction clinic every corpsman has his turn, day 
after day, brandishing the universal forceps. Four thousand 
extractions per month are performed at the University of 
Minnesota “dental relief rooms.” It can be imagined that 
there is more than enough work for every member of the 
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corps, and work of wide variety, whether the patient have a 
broken tooth or root, deep decay or an acute abscess. The men 
are carefully instructed in administering novocaine, and when 
hemorrhage threatens to apply adrenalin chloride packs or 
other hemastatics. 

Familiarity with oral surgery is held to be extremely useful 
to the men, particularly if it happens that certain of them be 
detailed to active duty aboard ships in the war zone. Demon- 
strations are given three times each week in such common 
operations as wiring fractured jaws, uses of hard rubber or 
gutta percha splints, drainage of the antrum, manipulation of 
dislocations. In these situations there is much that the 
hospital apprentice can do to comfort the patient before the 
surgeon arrives, while during the operation itself, the corpsman 
is a handy assistant. To this end he is also trained exhaustively 
in sterlizing instruments and packs, and in applying the different 
head and jaw bandages. 

Commander Warren J. Terhune, U. S. N., commandant 
of the Naval Training Schools in Minneapolis, and Dean 
Alfred Owre of the University Dental College will eagerly 
await reports of the first sailor dental assistants who have re- 
ceived this valuable instruction as part of their novitiate ashore. 
Jt is expected that the results of this new departure in the Navy 
will justify its presentation at other colleges, and possibly at 
all hospital corps schools. ‘There should be no sick teeth 
amongst our enlisted legions on the ocean. 
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DENTISTRY IN CHARITABLE AND 
PENAL INSTITUTIONS 


A. L. BOWEN, Superintendent of Charities Department of Public Welfare.

The Author presents his ideas of the value of dentistry in penal institutions, as 
well as the dentist himself. Read the article carefully and see if you agree with 


his conclusions. 


HE charitable and correctional institutions of this coun- 
try, public and private, house many hundreds of thou- 


sands of patients and inmates. 

Dentistry is the last of the medical and surgical special- 
ties to enter their doors and it has only one foot inside at the 
present time. 

Notwithstanding all we know about dentistry and concede 
to it as an aid to physical and mental health, and as a factor 
in comfortable and cheerful existence, we have been denying 
it the place it should fill in these institutions. 


Among those who would be materially helped by a com- 


petent institutional dental service are: 

(1) Children, ranging in age from babes to youth; they 
include the purely dependent normal orphan, the normal de- 
linquent in trouble because of bad environment; the feeble- 
minded of all ages and all degrees of defectiveness, the blind 
and deaf: 

(2) The insane; who in addition to their mental affliction 
carry about the burdens of countless physical ills including rot- 
ten, painful teeth, all retarding psychic improvement or re- 
covery and, by their irritations, increasing the difficulties of 
treatment and care: 

(3) The adult blind who form a large custodial class. 

(4) Adult dependents who live in our almshouses. 

(5) Prisoners of all grades from the petty offender in the 
city or town lock-up to the felon in the pentitentiary. 

And wherever you go in this broad land you will find these 
people receiving almost no dental treatment. 

In all of these types of institutions in recent years have 
been introduced the highest forms of medical service:—treat- 
ment, research, prophylaxis. 

Beginning with simple internal medicine, designed to quiet 
body suffering, medical science has brought to them the latest 
methods of diagnosing disease, whether it be mental or physical, 
and has been applying the very best ideas in care and treatment. 

We find the laboratory equipped to make all the tests of 
body fluids. We find the Wassermann done on all arrivals. We 
find training schools for nurses. We find a better class of ad- 
ministers and a higher type of practitioners on the staffs. 
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Surgery is practiced extensively in all these places, among 
the children for various corrections, among the insane to re- 
move sources of continuous physical irritation; among prisoners 
to insure them perfect health and full use of all their limbs and 
organs when they re-enter society and so on. 

Study of conduct by psychiatrists, alienists, psychologists, 
is recognized as an essential in almost every class of institution 
and is actually employed in a practical way in several states, 
not alone for the benefit of the patients and inmates, but like- 
wise for the general public in its effort in prophylaxis. 

But even the most advanced states in these lines lag in 
their services to the teeth and mouth of their institution patients 
and inmates. 

There are two reasons for this indifference and apathy. 

First: the indifference and apathy of the dental professsion 
itself. 

As an organized profession it has taken little interest in 
these institutions. Progress which has been made along other 
scientific avenues has been due largely to the imagination, the 
aggressiveness and the insistance of the organized medical 
specialists. 

They have seen in the institutions an opportunity for serv- 
ice that would be helpful to themselves, to the inmate and to 
the public. 

Pressure has been exerted in legislative bodies, in admini- 
strative circles, in the press and in the public mind by many 
great medical men and women:—and they achieved results 
naturally in their own line of interest. 

Dentists have not done this; they have not pushed their 
profession; they have not urged at the right places the ne- 
cessity for dental work in the public and private institution. 

In the progressive states the local medical organizations 
in the community, where a great public institution is located, 
have not been content that the medical work in it should be 
done by a physician on all or on part time. On the contrary, 
they have insisted upon resident physicians, and enough of them 
to meet the needs, on full time and at adequate salary. 


A few years ago the dental service in the Illinois insti- 
tutions consisted of extractions by some member of the medi- 
cal staff. Later the state authorities almost entirely on their 
own initiative, engaged local dentists on part time, and a few 
years ago determined to employ resident dentists in the larger 
institutions. The dental profession deserves no credit for even 
this recognition and now the Illinois Department of Public 
Welfare, without the slightest pressure from the dental organi- 
zation, has determined to install at least two resident dentists 
in the big institutions and one in the smaller, to abolish part 
time dentistry in all institutions, to raise the salaries to the 
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levels prevailing among the members of the medical staffs and 
to include the dentists in the medical organization. 
The fruition of this plan will be possible as soon as the 


next General Assembly meets and provides the very modest 
sum which will be required,—something that is practically 
assured. 

I am passing this criticism, not in a spirit of hostility. I 
mention it because I hope it may stimulate dental organizations 
throughout the country to arise to an opportunity that almost 
cries aloud for recognition. 

And you and your readers will pardon a slight digression 
here, while I mention one very serious obstacle we have met in 
our efforts to place dentistry in its proper place in these in- 
stitutions. 

The dentists who have come to our service,—I speak now 
only of Illinois where I have personal knowledge.—have not 
been of the quality to do credit to their profession. This is not 
true of all, but it is true of too many and it has prejudiced 
dentistry seriously. 

The state is partly to blame because it has not given dent- 
ists the proper recognition in the way of position and salary, 
but there is something radically wrong in the dentist’s educa- 
tion when he persistently and wilfully violates every principle 
of caution, of sanitation and of personal cleanliness in his 
practice. 

I saw one day in a state hospital the dentist’s outfit, so 
dirty, so rusty and so disordered that I was compelled to report 
him for discharge. And he was astonished at my criticism. 
He knew no better. I am fair in assuming that these conditions 
would have existed had he been in private practice. 

In another state institution we had a part time dentist. I 
wandered into the place where he was supposed to be at work. 
He had no cabinet, desk or table. His instruments were thrown 
promiscuously into an old worn-out, filthy suit case. His bottles 
were covered with grime and dirt. His hands and clothing were 
unclean. I remonstrated with him, and he attempted to blame 
the institution for the lack of furniture, but in that very insti- 
tution there was a large shop, making nothing but furniture and 
in a week it would have gladly equipped his office with as good 
cabinets as he could have bought. My criticism made him so 
mad he never came back, which simply saved the embarrass- 
ment of having to discharge him. 

The part time dentist in a big institution is a waste of 
effort and of money. He cannot carry on his work systemat- 
ically. He can only relieve acute suffering. It is impossible to 
arrange the routine of the institution to give him patients at the 
hours which he chooses to devote to them.

The second reason for indifference and apathy may be 
found in the state itself. 

In the conduct of its institutions it too often happens that 
reforms of every character are forced upon and into them by 
outside influences not in any way associated with their ad- 
ministration and management. ‘There is no place on earth 
where tradition and complacency with existing conditions re- 
side in greater ease and comfort than a state charitable or penal 
institution. So far as they themselves are concerned, they 
would still be strapping insane patients to walls, pegs and 
chairs, locking them behind the doors at night, whipping them 
into submission to brutal guards and practicing a volume of 
other abuses which used to be tolerated. 

So as I have said, these abuses have been wiped out or 
are being wiped out, and humane, scientific care substituted by 
the force of an enlightened public opinion, formed and moulded 
for the most part by laymen. I have already explained that 
the medical profession, through their organized strength have 
driven out in some states the purely political hack doctor and 
have set up a medical and surgical service that approaches an 
ideal. 
}3ut the state moves slowly. It accepts those things which 
are forced upon it, but it lacks initiative and originality. It is 
willing that some one else do its thinking and its acting. It 
realizes the necessity of dentistry among every type of depend- 
ent I have mentioned but it does not meet the necessity with 
adequate means. : 

It has begrudged the dentist a place. He has not been 
considered a part of the medical organization in the institu- 
tion. He has generally been placed in some out of the way hole 
in the wall, furnished insufficient equipment, paid less than 
the lowest grade of medical officer, and provided with his pa- 
tients as the attendants and nurses have time or the inclination 
to do so. 

Little attention has been paid to the quality or quantity 
of work done by the dentist. The result is he has lost interest. 
There has been no incentive to work. Institution authorities 
from top to bottom pass him by on the other side of the cor- 
ridor. He cleans a few teeth, extracts a few more and lets it 
go at that. 

I have not made any effort to argue the necessity of denta! 
attention, treatment and care in these institutions. The time 
has passed for that; it is conceded on all hands, and nowhere 
to such an extent as among children who are to be future 
citizens. 

This being the case, and at least nearly all of what I have 
said being true as to the professional and the official respon- 
sibility for indifference and apathy, the remedy, as I see it, is a 
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scheme of co-operation between the two who should not stand 
on their dignity in haggling over the question: who shall 
initiate it.

I presume most of us think that the face is made up of 
ve two holes in which the eyes are placed, and that there is a 
n- § Yety prominent place which we call the nose, which has two 





openings for the air to sometimes go through, or ought to go 
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through, and that there is a cross slit into which we poke food. 
True, these are the main openings, but I think we should 
understand more definitely the make-up of the face. 

The nose is a triangular opening in the face, divided into 
two portions by what is called the septum. The outer wall 
of the nasal cavity is perhaps the most interesting. 

(Dr. Chenery showed pictures of the outer wall of the 
nose, roof of the mouth, and floor of the nose.) 

There are two sets of these little bony cavities or sinuses, 
those that empty into the front part of the nose and those 
that empty into the posterior part of the nose. The one sit- 
uated at a point just above the forehead is called the frontal 
sinus, those directly back, smaller in size, are called the 
ethmoidal cells or sinuses, and back of that is the sphenoidal 
sinus, and then an opening into the wall of the nose, which is 
called the maxillary sinus or antrum of Highmore. 

We have then the frontal sinus, the small honey comb cells 
called the ethmoidal sinuses, the small sphenoidal sinus, about 
the size of a cranberry, and the largest of all, the antrum of 
Highmore, which is the one most interesting to us from the 
dental standpoint, because we find that the roots of the molar 
teeth often protrude up into the bottom of this cavity, and 
thereby is made dangerous because of infection from the teeth. 

These four sets of sinuses all drain into the nose. I say 
drain, because these bony cavities are all hollow, and are lined 
with the same sort of mucous membrane which lines the nose 
proper. Each one of these little cavities connects by a small 
opening directly with the nose. That is important to know, 
because any infection of the nose is likely to extend through 
these little openings into the various sinuses, and set up a lot 
of trouble. 

Before I describe the symptoms of the disease set up by 
the infection of these cavities, I want to show you some pictures 
and get you well informed as to the exact location and appear- 
ance of the sinuses. 

When a child comes into this institution, he is first regist- 
ered; then instructed how to care for his teeth: how to use a 
tooth brush, and the importance of its use. A child with carious 
teeth is not allowed to go out without having them put in as 
good condition as is possible for his age. If they are teeth 
which are doing great harim, they are extracted. If they simply 
need cleaning, they are cleaned. If they need filling, they are 
filled. A child with teeth like this (showing picture) covered 
completely with tartar so that it is impossible to see what the 
teeth look like, has his mouth cleansed and put in good condi- 
tion, and then is instructed to keep the mouth clean. 
(Picture) A child like this with teeth protruding is sent to the 
throat room for examination to find out the cause of that mal- 
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formation. ‘They see whether he has adenoids or diseased 
tonsils; if he is a mouth breather, or whether infection of some 
kind in the nasal structure is causing this trouble. This is 
remedied, and the child is sent to the orthodontia department, 
and there Professor Delebarre and his assistants put on bands 
to correct the trouble. 


(Picture) .This boy bites his lower lip. We try to cure him 
of the habit. We try to have his teeth corrected, so that the 
upper and lower teeth have what is called a normal bite. This 
is quite important in chewing. A child whose teeth do not 
properly meet cannot chew his food properly. The teeth may 
be in perfect condition, but if they do not meet together, he 
finds it impossible to chew his food properly. 


(Picture) Children like this, taken in our city, come to us 
for treatment. Mother does not know what is the matter. Sort 
of listless. Does not get on very well in school.. Teachers 
sometimes think child is stupid. We find out whether they 
have adenoids or tonsils that are causing the symptoms, inter- 
ferring with hearing, interfering with breathing, with the proper 
development of the teeth, and face, during the formative per-’ 
iod of six to twelve years. We try to correct this. 


(Picture) Children like this with sunken chests come to us. 
We try to correct them, by correcting their breathing, by 
correcting conditions of the nose, and the condition of the 
bed of the teeth. 

(Picture) Boy with curvature of the spine. We found that 
this boy had large adenoids and tonsils. ‘Took out the adenoids 
and tonsils, and then put him in a gymnasium for correcting 
position. We shall do this boy a great deal of good. 


(Picture) Little youngster with dip in chest. Lack of de- 
velopment. Mouth breather. Full of adenoids. Relieved by 
operation, and we hope as the child goes on, he will develop. 
(Picture) Receding jaws. If that is due to lip biting or 
habit, we try to correct the habit. We remove the adenoids 
and tonsils and then send the child to the orthodontia depart- 
ment, and have the dental formation remedied. The only time 
for doing this work is during the early years of childhood. If 
you wait until the child is twelve, fourteen or sixteen years of 
age, you cannot do very much, or at least, you are very much 
handicapped in changing the shape of the jaws and the dental 
occlusion. Much better to begin when the child is six, seven, 
eight, nine or ten years of age. Certainly under twelve years. 
(Picture) Mouth open all the time, tongue large and pro- 
truding. Another department of our work. This child was 
sent here. Children often get bumps. Mothers or doctors see 
nothing the matter. All children get bumps, but we find that 
once in a while a bump means a broken nose or a dislocation 
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of the nose. We try to correct this. It is important, because 
they have got to learn to breathe right, and that would interfere 
with proper nasal breathing. In other words, we try to make 
each nostril of the same size, so that the child can breathe 
equally well on both sides. 


Let us go back to the sinuses, the bony cavities of the face. 

The antrum or maxillary sinus is directly under the eye, closely 
connected with the nose. The teeth are therefore in very close 
relationship to the lower part ofthis sinus. Sometimes the 
antrum is divided into two or three cavities. The antrum then 
is in very close relationship to the orbit, to the nose, and to 
the mouth through the teeth. 
(Picture) Outer wall of nose, heat passage, floor of nose, 
little turbinet or coil for warming and moistening the air, 
sometimes becomes inflamed from infection and they interfere 
with the drainage of the sinuses because there is so much 
swelling. When we take cold what takes place is infection of 
the mucous membrane of the nose, and with that infection 
there is immediate swelling,.and an excess of secretion. This 
secretion at first watery, becomes thicker, more ropey, and 
finally quite thick and the condition disappears, providing a 
cure is taking place. But suppose the sinuses become affected, 
then we have a prolongation of this pussy thick discharge, so 
much so that if in an adult we have a discharge from the nose, 
either anterior or posterior, which is pussy in character, you 
may feel pretty sure that one or more of the sinuses have 
become diseased and the cause of that pus discharge. 

In an adult, a continuance of a discharge such as this, 
blown out from the nose, or dropping into the throat, follow- 
ing an infection of the nose, almost always means an in- 
fection of one or more of the sinuses. 

When the tissues are swollen, they immediately close up 
the spaces. The result is that there is no drainage for the 
sinuses, and what does that mean’? It means pain, and often 
a sinus is infected, full of pus,—bacteria working, and you get 
pain. If the frontal sinus is infected, then you get pain just 
over the eye and near the edge of the root of the nose. If the 
antrum, or the largest of the sinuses is infected, then we have 
pain just under the eye, or towards the cheek bone. If the 
little honey comb ethnoidal cells are infected, then we have 
pain between the eyes, and it is deep seated. If the sphenoidal 
sinus is infected, then we have pain in the back of the head. 
That pain, or neuralgia condition, associated with a discharge 
of pus, almost always means sinus infection, and then it is up to 
us to find out which sinus is infected. 

The frontal sinus just over the eye has its opening in 
the lower portion and drains downward. The discharge from 
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the anterior ethnoidal cells is blown out of the nose and the 
discharge from the antrum is most likely to be blown out 
of the nose, and not to drop back into the throat. The 
sinuses are all connected together and all drain downwards. 

The roots of the molars and the lower part of the sinues 
are very closely allied, usually touching the very floor of the 
antrum. If the roots, or the membrane around them, become 
diseased, we easily have infection carried directly from the 
teeth into the sinus. The majority of sinus infections is due to 
infection through the nose, but the trouble is very often due 
to infection from the roots of these first two molar teeth, 
disease around the apex of the teeth, or the cement in which 
the teeth is embedded. Sometimes the dentist pulls the molar 
teeth, and to his surprise he finds that he has gone directly "P 
to the antrum. 

Oft times there is only the mucous which keeps the teeth 
from entering the sinus. Any one of these roots becoming 
diseased is likely to infect the sinus. 

The opening of the sinuses, instead of being in the lower 
portion or lower part of the nose, is always in the upper por- 
tion of the sinus. That shows you that it is hard to get 
infection from the sinus out by drainage through the nose. 
Somebody says, “Well, what is the function. of the sinuses?” 
We don’t know. There have been a lot of theories. We have 
thought that perhaps the sinuses were there to lighten the 
bones of the face. Some have thought that they were there 
for secreting mucous, moistening the air as it goes through the 
nose, but this is quite impossible. The sinuses are hollow, and 
are all lined with mucous membrane, but secrete very little 
fluid. Possibly their most normal function is to help in the 
way of reverberating chambers, to help in the voice. They 
certainly do not connect with the, brain, but are in very close 
touch with it. You will see by the picture that the ethmoidal 
cells go under the brain, and infection of this area is very likely 
to extend up into the brain, if drainage and ventilation is not 
obtained. 

How do we make a diagnosis or drainage of the sinus? 

I explained to you that first we had a discharge of pus, 
and that if we have pain, we feel very sure that the sinuses 
are involved. If the discharge keeps up for sometime, and 
there is no let up, then we feel quite sure that one of the sinuses 
is affected. We look into the nose, and see a discharge of pus, 
we look around to see where it comes from, and then try to 
guess, if we can, which sinus is involved. It is sometimes 
pretty hard work, but in the antrum of Highmore, it is com- 
paratively simple. We get a light and put in into the mouth. 
Now if the side of the face shows luminous, under the orbit 
and through the orbit, then we feel that the sinus is not in- 
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volved. On the other hand, if we find that one side is dark 
under the orbit, that the light does not go through the eye, 
then we feel quite positive that that sinus is infected. We then 
try to get at it, and make a positive diagnosis. We are war- 
ranted in going ahead. We make an experimentary opening, 
not through the teeth, but directly through the lower part of 
the nose, because the antrum is always in direct relation to the 
lower part of the nose, and because the partition there is very 
thin. We can always get into the antrum from this approach, 
whereas if we go up through the teeth, which we sometimes do, 
we are not nearly as likely to get into the antrum nor to get 
good drainage. For instance, we get a light and go into the 
lower part of the nose, which we find to be very dark and wash 
out through a hollow tube the secretions from the inside of the 
cavity. They come out through the natural opening in the 
upper portion of the sinus. We find considerable pus, some- 
times a tablespoon full, and if we cut along into the sinus, we 
find that the mucous membrane which lines this bony cavity 
has become very much inflamed and diseased, and is secreting 
the pus which we get from the nose, and which causes by its 
retention severe pain, especially in the cheek bones, and under 
the eyes. We also get pain in the teeth when we snap the teeth 
together. They seem to be related. Discharge from the nose 
then means that there is a sinus infection. 

This area (showing picture) is the most important part of 
the nose, because if it is infected it swells, presses outward 
against the openings or outlets from the sinuses, prevents 
ventilation and drainage, keeps up infection and keeps up pain. 
Then we have to find means of ventilating the sinuses. We 
get into the opening of the maxillary sinus, or if we are sure 
that there is a diseased molar tooth, we can extract that tooth 
and enlarge the opening into the sinus, and wash out the an- 
trum in that way. 

It is occasionally necessary to perform a very radical oper- 
ation if we do not succeed by extracting the tooth or making 
the opening in the nose. We then have to make an opening 
from the teeth and cut out a portion of the entrance wall the 
size of a quarter, thoroughly exploring the interior of the bony 
cavity, then making an opening into the nose. We make this 
with gauze, and take it out through the nose, coming up 
through the opening, and then the nasal passages. That is the 
best method of operating. Occasionally a doctor will operate 
only making an opening through the mouth, and does not make 
opening through the nose. It is much better to have the 
opening through the mouth come up through the original 
opening, and treat entirely through the nose. Sometimes a 
more radical operation has to be performed, by which the 
nasal cavity and the antrum are made into one. 
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INDUSTRIAL DENTISTRY 


EARLE H. THOMAS, M.D., D.D.S., LL.B., Chicago, Illinois. 
The following is an abstract from the Dental Review and is devoted largely 


to the Industrial Dental Dispensary. 
ELFARE work is frequently criticized by those not 
fully familiar with it, and we sometimes hear the 
issertion made that “all this foolishness had best be 
abandoned and the money it costs put into the pay 
envelope.” In answer to this it might be interesting to know 
that the cost of all these activities by Montgomery Ward & Co., 
for the year 1914 averaged $7.14 per employee and for the year 
1915, $8.97. It is questionable whether even a small percent of 
employees would or could have furnished themselves anywhere 
near as much service during one year for either of those 
amounts. 

That part of welfare work which has just recently come 
to the front and which we are most interested in, is the installa- 
tion of dental offices for the purpose of encouraging and assist- 
ing the employees along oral hygiene lines. The reason that 
dentistry has come to the front as an aid to health betterment . 
is that only recently has it been conclusively proven and pub- 
licity given to the fact that many general body diseases come 
from diseased conditions about the teeth. Health being the 
prime requisite, anything affecting it is given widespread at- 
tention by welfare departments and therefore we find that a 
great number of firms throughout the United States now have 
dental infirmaries and a great many more are contemplating 
the placing of dentists in their plants. I will now briefly 
describe the policies of each of the industrial dental infirmaries 
in the State of Illinois. 

Sears, Roebuck & Co., a mail order house employing 
around 15,000, have a dental infirmary consisting of one chair 
and outfit in charge of Dr. F. C. Nonnamacker. The general 
policy of the office is to examine the teeth of everyone in the 
plant, and at the same time give each one a 7-10 minute per- 
sonal talk on oral hygiene. They refer all employees needing 
dental service to outside dentists. In a great many cases, ar- 
rangements are made for the employee to have the company pay 
the bill in full, and then to pay back the company in small 
weekly payments. In very needy cases, the bill is paid by the 
company without requiring the employee to pay anything. All 
such cases are first investigated by the welfare department. 
New employees with mouths in a very septic condition are 
practically compelled to get them attended to. The co-operation 
with the medical department is emphasized especially in regard 
to focal infections. Temporary relief is given in all cases of 
toothache. In the personal oral hygiene talk the dangers of the 
dental quack are pointed out. The employees as a rule are 
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not allowed to go to outside dentists on the company’s time. 
The whole aim of the office is to act in an advisory capacity to 
employees in regard to dental needs. 


Hart, Schaffner & Marx, clothiers, employ about 10,000, 


with around 2,000 in the building in which is located their . 


dental infirmary. This consists of one chair and outfit and is 
in charge of Dr. Grace M. Long, who has associated with her 
Dr. F. M. Butler. 

The services rendered, consist of extracting, treating, 
prophylaxis and amalgam fillings. No gold work of any kind 
—fillings, crowns, or bridge work is attempted, nor any plate 
work. This is all referred outside. The employees are charged 
a nominal rate for the actual time they are in the chair while 
actual work is being done but all emergency work, stopping of 
toothaches, examination and advice on oral hygiene, etc., is 
given gratis. This teaching of oral hygiene by personal contact 
gives results that can be obtained in no other way and it 1s 
emphasized that it includes a campaign against dental quacks. 
All work is done on the company’s time without loss of pay to 
the employee. Neither the examination nor the work is com- 
pulsory as yet, and the response has been such as to satisfy 
the management that the office is now an indispensable adjunct 
to its welfare work. 

It might be here mentioned that in the case of employees 
very badly in need of dental service and whom the welfare de- 
partment has investigated and found to be unable to pay for 
same, the company itself stands the necessary expense. 


The International Harvester Company, at their McCormick 
plant, employ around 12,000. They have a dental infirmary 
consisting of two chairs with complete outfits including an X- 
ray equipment. The office is in charge of Dr. R. I. Humphrey 
who has associated with him Dr. E. J. Bostik. The policy of 
the infirmary so far has been to examine every employee, make 
records of the needs of each, do some extracting in bad cases 
to put the employee’s mouth in a more healthy condition, and 
to do some prophylactic work in bad cases, which latter is 
more for demonstrative purposes than anything else, as along 
with this a personal oral hygiene talk is given. Dr. Humphreys 
emphasizes the fact that it is compulsory for the employee to 
hold a large mirror in his hand from the time he enters the 
office until he leaves it—as the old adage is—‘“seeing is be- 
lieving.” The worst cases are told to return in one month, 
to see if they are following the advice given. All employees 
suffering from toothache are tended at once, so that they can 
go back to work without losing any more time than is neces- 
sary. A small amount of plate work is done for old employees 
with large families who are in poor circumstances. All broken 
bridges, teeth broken off plates, and any other injuries to the 
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teeth that are the result of an accident while at work are taken 
care of at the office. No work is done for the families of em- 
ployees. Everything done in connection with the office is ab- 
solutely and unconditionally free. Practically none of the 
general dental operations are done for the employees, except 
in exceptional cases. All needing work are referred to outside 
dentists, although it may be that this policy will be changed 
upon the completion of the examination of all employees. 

The International Harvester Co. at their Deering Plant 
employ around 6,000 and they have a one chair office under 
the direction of Dr. W. H. Parker. The general policy of this 
office is the same as the office of the McCormick Plant. 

Armour & Company, Packers, employ around 10,000 and 
have a dental infirmary of one chair and outfit in charge of Dr. 
Frank A. Hoyt. At present the policy is to go through the 
entire plant making and recording an examination of each em- 
ployee’s mouth and at the same time extracting all septic teeth 
and giving a personal oral hygiene talk. They are referred to 
outside dentists for any needed dental work. Emergency tooth- - 
aches are relieved at once, so that the employee will lose no 
time from his work. Employees badly in need of dental service 
and not able to pay for same are referred outside and have the 
bill paid by the company. A peculiar situation exists at this 
plant on account of so many employees being foreigners of the 
most ignorant class and not able to speak English, which makes 
oral hygiene education difficult—to say the least. 


Montgomery, Ward & Company is a mail order house 
employing around 6,000. They maintain a dental infirmary 
consisting of five chairs with complete outfits. Your essayist 
is in charge, and he has associated with him Drs. F. H. Murrin, 
R. H. Marks, P. W. Smith and W. E. Mathison. You see that 
Montgomery, Ward & Company have entered upon this phase 
of welfare on a large scale, with the broader policy of doing 
for their employees actual reparative dentistry in all of its 
branches, except orthodontia. Nothing in connection with the 
office is compulsory yet. It has built itself up through merit 
and good service from one chair to five and during the last 
winter months even five operators could not take care of those 
in need and the result was a waiting list of over 400. The 
examination of teeth and oral conditions, relief of emergency 
cases of toothache and all advice and instruction along oral 
hyigene lines is given free of charge. This later instruction is 
considered a very important part of our work and the per- 
sonal talk to the employee is what we find gets the results. 
I might emphasize here that we spend a great deal of time 
trying to educate the employees regarding the detrimental 
practices of the dental quack, as a large percentage appear to 
have patronized these charlatans of the dental profession. All 
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reparative work is charged for, and this charge is ostensibly 
the actual cost of the service rendered—but in fact, it is below 
cost as no overhead, rent, heat, or light expense is charged 
against the dental office—only the dentist’s time and material 
used. All work is done on the company’s time, during work- 
ing hours, and the employees are paid for their time while in 
the dental office. No work is done for the families of em- 
ployees and no one is asked to have his work done in the 
company’s office. If the employee has his own dentist we in- 
variably advise him to have his work done there rather than 
at our office. One of the features of dental education is the 
posting of bulletins on oral hygiene and the importance of 
the care of the teeth, etc. Oral hygiene articles are also fre- 
quently inserted in a small newspaper published by the house. 
In all of the work the aim is to co-operate with the medical 
department whenever and wherever it is possible in diagnosing 
and treatment, and the cause of many cases of continued 
temperature, rheumatism and neuralgia, etc., has been traced 
to the teeth. 

Employees of small means are enabled to have a great 
deal of work done and pay for it by small weekly payments. 


Employees in dire need of dental service whose financial 
condition is such as to prohibit the smallest payment, if found 
to be worthy by the welfare department, are given the re- 
quired service gratis. In all such cases, the home conditions 
are investigated by visiting nurses of the welfare department. 


The employees are practically unanimous in their expres- 
sions of praise and good will toward the dental department 
and its beneficent services. ; 

A few have criticised the policy of doing all branches of 
dentistry but the company feels justified on account of the 
poor work of cheap dentists, and the fact that the fees of 
good dentists are almost prohibitive to the average workman. 
The infirmary aims to give the very best service at low cost. 


A word might be said here regarding the relationship of 
this work to the outside dentists, to the general profession, but 
I will leave that for the discussion. Suffice it to say here that 
the industrial dental office is probably one of our greatest 
factors in the teaching of the fundamental truths of oral hy- 
giene, and in the preaching of the evils of the dental quack. 

And what of the future of this work? It will in all 
probability be governed by the attitude of the dental pro- 
fession. It might be said however that a growing interest in 
this subject is manifested on every side, especially by the 
social worker interested in new developments affecting com- 
munity welfare, and that more and more progressive industrial 
corporations are beginning to feel the need and see the ad- 
vantage of engaging in work of this kind. 
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DENTAL AMULETS 


C. EDGAR THOMAS. 


The following is an abstract of an article appearing in Ash’s Journal, and 
of great interest to the practicing dentist. 


i HE amulet, which occupies a detached and distinct place 





in the fascinating story of charms, talismans and super- 


stition general, has been of various types and different 
substances. Precious stones, metals, woods of many kinds ana 
even strips of parchment, have been among the commonest 
forms, and herbs and animal preparations of different sorts 
have in the past been prized and preserved as being infallible 
protections against withcraft, sickness and accident. 

The earliest amulets naturally have an Oriental origin, for 
the races of the East have ever cherished an undying belief in 
the presence of occult evil influences, hence their superstitious 
trust in talismans and similar charms as a counteracting in- 
fluence. In fact, the use of amulets is—or at least has been— 
practically universal; the ancient Egyptians, the Greeks and 
Romans and other early races all had their special charms 
against misfortune, physical as well as social, and traces of this 
deep-rooted belief may be found even in the early Christian 
Church. St. Augustine, with other of the Fathers, writing 
trenchantly and emphatically against the too popular belief in 
them. 

Toothache and kindred troubles of the gums and mouth 
Leing one of the most common of all the complaints that “flesh 
is heir to,” it is but natural that amulets directly concerned 
with counteracting these evils should be among the earliest on 
record. Among the different Indian races, the tooth of a croco- 
dile—in many instances beautifully embellished in a silver or 
gold mount—strung round the neck was considered a powerful 
antidote to toothache; indeed, teeth, human as well as animal, 
mounted and suspended in various ways, have formed a by no 
means small proportion of these curious toothache amulets in 
use among the native peoples of Africa, Asia and certain parts 
of Europe. Pieces of horn—particularly that of the deer— 
have also been similarly treated and similarly prized, and dif- 
ferent bones or pieces of bone, mounted and hung round the 
waists of children, have been considered to be endowed with 
the power of making the teething of infants easier, particularly 
in. Spain. 

In connection with the matter of teething, there have been 
many amulets for children, one of the commonest being the 
famous “Necklace of St. John.” This usually consisted of a 
string of ovoid or globular bone beads, generally upon a silken 
ribbon. Then there is the medal of St. Cornelius, on which was 
the representation of a horn—to which, in great part, its sup- 
posed virtues were attributed—credited with the same miracu- 
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lous properties. Amber necklaces also, the beads of which are 
generally faceted, are another favorite help in teething, it being 
sufficient to hang the necklace on the child’s throat—although 
not necessarily in such a position that they can be easily bitten 
upon. Genuine amber being somewhat expensive, many of 
these necklace amulets are made with beads of pressed or imi- 
tation amber. 

So-called “electric” necklaces or necklets, for help in the 
teething of children, have also enjoyed a great vogue. Most 
of these have been of Belgian manufacture and are formed of 
links, each composed of mechanically joined copper and zinc. 
They are worn directly against the skin, and are not supposed 
tc be put in the mouth. Other necklets have been made ot 
various substances—copper, zinc, etc., in the form of wire— 
capable in certain circumstances of generating an electric cur- 
rent, protected by being sewn into a band of some textile 
material, usually velvet. These may be bitten upon as well as 
worn, and have been made in great numbers in Belgium and 
Germany. 

Then there is the well-known teething ring—the most 
favored by the better classes, being of bone or ivory, sometimes 
ornamented with one or more bells attached—the materials 
used in their manufacture being chosen on account of their 
tastelessness, hardness, toughness and durability. Of course. 
no amuletic properties can nowadays be reasonably attributed 
to the bone of the ring, as also there cannot be to the nerhaps 
equally as much used “Necklace of St. John,” but it can 
scarcely be doubted that in former times they were credited 
with such virtues. 

Formerly a small statuette or other image of the Infant 
Jesus of Prague was carried by children as a general protection, 
although in many instances its use was perpetuated by its 
miraculous, or perhaps we should say its quasi-miraculous 
powers over teeth troubles. In some countries it has been the 
custom for children to wear strings of red coral beads as amu- 
lets against teeth maladies. the color of which, it is said, be- 
comes paler on the approach of danger. 


Before leaving the necklace as a toothache amulet, men- 
tion must be made of Dr. Tanner’s “famous Anodyne Neck- 
lace,’ which was thus advertised by means of a pamphlet 
issued gratis in 1721: “Hence by the way, may be inferred, 
the reasonableness of childrens wearing an Anodyne Necklace, 
which may be assisting to them in the easy breeding and cut- 
ting of their teeth, as a dried tode is of service in the Plague. 
And as for children in particular. ‘tis a fit remedy for them 
who never are very willing to take much physick inwardlv. 
Si enim, as Dodonaeus (Professor of Physik at Levden) sayd. 
Infantes nolint, aut non possint medicamenta interna sumere, 
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Amuleta applicare expedit; infantuli enim non Medicamentis 
internis, adeo quam Amuletis Curari volunt.” 


Spain, of all European countries, has firmly believed in 2 
multitudinous array of amulets for all sorts and conditions ot 
ills. At the present day, however, particularly in the cities, 
this belief is rapidly dying away, although many forms of re- 
ligious medals are still worn. With the gradual development 
ot education, it is now somewhat difficult to ascertain and 
verify the nature of the use of an amulet; for, although a beliet 
in their efficacy is still cherished—in secret—in certain parts 
of the country, the use of amulets is not practiced with so much 
ostentation as formerly. Between the secular amulets ot 
Spain and Italy there is a great resemblance—even more than 
n.ight be expected to have resulted from the Roman coloniza- 
tion of the country, and its subsequent close relations with 
lialy. From these resemblances conclusions may be drawn as 
tc the purposes of certain objects identical with objects still, or 
until recently used in Italy, but the manner of whose forme: 
employment in Spain was not readily ascertainable. Again, _ 
it would be easy to give European or Oriental parallels—in 
scme instances many of them—to Spanish amulets, for many 
cf them are the outcome of very widespread superstitions. 
Pieces of rough-surfaced antler, mounted in silver, were at one 
time in great use among children for teething, together with 
horn-shaped pieces of bone similarly mounted. For an amulet 
the substance bone was considered to be particularly efficac- 
ious, and not for toothache alone, but as a general protection. 
We have George Borrow writing that “In Andalusia, if an evil 
giance fall upon the child wearing it (i. e., the amulet), the 
little horn takes the veil upon itself and breaks.” Boars’ tusks, 
deer’s horn, claws of various animals and many necklaces of 
bone, coral, jet, etc., are among the forms of toothache amulets 
that have in the past obtained in Spain and Italy. 


One of the earliest toothache amulets or talismans ccn- 
ssted of certain lines written down and carried about the 
patient. These lines or variants of them are still to be met with 
in out-of-the-way portions of the British Isles, even to this 
day. They run something like this: “Peter sat on a marble 
stone. Jesus Christ said, ‘What aileth thee, Peter?’ Peter 
saith, ‘Lord, my teeth acheth so that I can neither go, lie nor 
stand.’ Jesus said unto him, ‘Follow Me, and whosoever 
weareth these lines for my sake, he shall never have the tooth 
ache.’” Latin versions of this popular charm are to be found 
frequently in Anglo-Saxon and medieval medical treatises as 
formulae prescribed by approved authority. 

The following—it is to be feared somewhat gruesome— 
procedure as a cure for toothache is said to have once horrified 
an English tourist as he was lingering in a country churchyard 
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during a funeral. Among the mourners was a young man with 
a swollen cheek and an extremely dejected look. Presently 
the supposed mourner took up a skull lying upon a heap of dry 
mould and crumpled bones thrown up in the course of digging 
the grave. He raised the skull to his lips, and with his own 
teeth extracted from it a tooth. He then threw the skull care- P 
lessly away and wrapped the tooth in paper and put it into 
his pocket. Many eyes were fixed upon the young man, but 
no face expressed the least surprise. ‘Can you tell me why he 
did that?” asked the traveler of an old man who had stood next " 
him during the ceremony. “Surely, sir,” was the reply. “Thon

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IRREGULAR TEETH 


A MESSAGE TO PARENTS 
FRANK A. DELABARRE, A.B., D.D.S., M.D., Boston, Mass. 
As presented by the author at the Free Public Health Lecture Course of the 
Forsyth Dental Infirmary. 


HE progress made in medicine and dentistry in the last 

decade or two is really astounding. The causes of disease 

are better understood and the treatment is more rational 

and effective. The watchword of the two professions is 
“prevention” rather than cure. 

Within this time there has developed a new specialty in 
dentistry that deals solely with “irregular teeth”, called 
“orthodontia”, seemingly a small and perhaps unimportant 
branch of the work, aiming to improve the facial expression 
alone. This is a wrong conception; and there are so many 
other out of date ideas and misunderstandings about it, that it 
will be worth while to consider the subject in its relation to 
health, its prevalence and causes, and note how the idea of 
“prevention” may be applied in the treatment. 

Nature seems to have a definite place in the arrangement 
of the teeth, and the result, when not interferred with by one 
cause or another, is not only pleasing to the eye, but most 
efficient for the purpose intended, the grinding of the food. 

But when the teeth become irregular, the individual loses 
a share of comeliness, but that is relatively of far less import- 
ance than the lowered efficiency of the teeth and jaws as a 
machine. 

The degree of lowered efficiency cannot be judged by ap- 
pearances or by the casual examination of one untrained in 
such matters. A slight disturbance of facial expression, or even 
of the curved arrangement of the teeth may be, in terms of 
efiiciency, rated at a low percentage of the normal. The lower 
this percentage is, the greater the evil effect on the general 
health. 

Perfect physical and mental development cannot result 
without perfect functioning of all organs of the body; the in- 
terrelation and interdependence of these is so essential that the 
impairment of any one is reflected in the others. This is called 
a “vicious circle”, in which a definite cause produces a series 
of effects, which in turn react to aggravate the primary cause. 


Apply to this “irregular teeth” in the developing child 
and the “vicious circle” reads something like this, without 
attempting to trace out the remote effects. 


Irregular teeth result in poor mastication of the food with 
less saliva than is necessary for digestion; thereby the stomach 
and the intestines are overworked in trying to digest and absorb 
the nutritive value of the food, and the result is poor digestion 
and increased waste in absorption; consequently the distribut-

ing systems do not carry enough material to the bone and 
muscle tissues to meet the demand for growth; there is a 
general lowering of the tone and development of the whole 
body, and the bones and muscles of the jaws and face suffer 
with the rest, and the teeth become more irregular. 


Any one of these may be the starting point in the chain of 
cause and effect with.a similarly resulting “circle”. 


The illustration used does not mean that irregular teeth 
are always, or even often, the starting point,,as will be seen 
later in the discussion of causes if irregularity. In geometry 
a circle has no starting point. In the study of disease the origin 
is often remote and unknown. 

This is not an exaggerated misstatement nor mere theory. 
It has been demonstrated over and over again that correction 
of irregular teeth has resulted in marked physical and mental 
improvement. 

Remember that the child needs food, not only to sustain 
life and repair normal waste, but also to provide for growth, 
and you will cease to wonder at the enormous appetite of 
children. 

The relation between the mouth and the nose is very close 
and a disturbance of growth or function in one is almost 
always accompanied by disturbance of the other; irregular 
teeth tend to narrow the air passages of the nose and vice 
versa—the result is that mouth breathing becomes a habit. 
and the air enters the lungs unwarmed, unfiltered, and not 
moistened, and the lungs remain undeveloped and the blood 
is not supplied with sufficient oxygen. The chest is flat and 
shoulders rounded and faulty positions in sitting and standing 
result in spinal curvatures. 

It is much harder to keep irregular teeth clean and they 
are therefore more apt to decay and the problem of repairing 
or replacing them is more difficult for the dentist. For this 
same reason “pyorrhea” or “Rigg’s Disease” is more often 
found in mouths with irregular teeth, and the investigations of 
the last few years have proved that this disease, and abscesses of 
the teeth that follow decay, are very often the actual causes 
of rheumatism, diseases of the heart, kidneys and eye. 

To state it simply in another way, teeth are irregular 
because the bones that support them have not grown large 
enough to accommodate all of the teeth in regular position. 
In many cases, the bones are so small that some of the teeth 
never come through the gum but remain enclosed in the bone 
itself. 

It is in this way that nervous disturbances arise. You 
will be startled, and perhaps incredulous, to be told that St. 
Vitus Dance, epilepsy, insanity in the young, even, may, arise, 
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from such conditions. It is true, however, as will be explained. 
That they are not infrequent results its also true, but proof 
cannot be submitted in so short a discussion. Suppose that 
you had suffered a deep and ragged cut on the forearm so that 
some of the main nerve trunks were exposed. You would not 
allow any one to repeatedly and needlessly touch and irritate 
those nerves. When a tooth cannot erupt, it nevertheless 
keeps on growing in length, and because of its false and deep 
location, the sharp and ragged edge of its forming roots give 
pressure on some of the nerve trunks that supply those 
regions,—at times severe enough to give the excruciating pain 
known as “Tic”; and again not enough to cause perceptible 
pain, but a constant irritation and repetition of nerve shocks 
that find expression in what are called reflex actions, like 
twiching of the muscles, as is seen in St. Vitus Dance and 
epilepsy. 

The third molars, or wisdom teeth are the ones most often 
unerupted, and, because of their nearness to the large nerves, 
sive the more severe forms of nervous disorders like melan- 
cholia and insanity. Many cases of such, which have resisted ’ 
all other forms of treatment, have been cured by the removal 
of these offending teeth. 

Granting all of the foregoing to be true,—and it is true, 
and not an individual opinion of a narrow specialist who is 
anxious to find a cause within his field for all human ills, but 
is the consensus of opinion of the leading men in the profession, 
—it must be admitted that irregular teeth deserve more 
respectful attention than one might at first think. 


Civilization seems to be largely responsible for this 
condition, as it is rare among primitive peoples. In America 
today probably seventy-five percent of the adults have irregular 
teeth. Examination of a large number of children treated at 
the Forsyth Dental Infigmary shows that ninety-five percent 
are thus affected. 

The causes are many ‘0d imperfectly understood, although 
a number have been definitely determined. The force of 
heredity doubtless has a very strong influence, particularly in 
those cases where there is a transmission in_ successive 
generations of peculiar skull and face forms, or a weakness of 
the organs or functions concerned, in growth and development 

However, we may leave consideration of this class of 
causes to the scientist, as being more interested in the theory, 
and turn to the more evident and controllable causes in our 
search for preventive treatment. 

The observations of specialists in this field reveal a 
startling contrast. They find that a very large percentage of 
children, who have reached the age of two and one-half to 
three years when the temporary teeth have all taken their 
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place, have normal development of the face and jaws. There 
are no figures to state this percentage accurately, but it is 
safe to say that it is over eighty percent, and perhaps over 
ninety. Compare this with the seventy-five percent of 
irregularities among adults, and it is seen at once that there is 
an age somewhere between, when irregularity starts in the 
large majority of individuals. The layman will not recognize 
such a condition until it has progressed to the point that it 
becomes unmistakable, but the specialist can determine it, 
not only in its earliest stages, but by noting the presence of 
one or more causative factors, can confidently predict its 
oncoming. 

Many of the determined causes may exist from the time 
of birth on, and some of the more frequent ones will be 
mentioned, choosing those that are amenable to a mother’s 
fostering care or that are warning signals that a physician, 
dentist, or orthodonist should be consulted. 

First, in point of time, at least, is bottle feeding. ‘The 
child is thus at the threshold of its life deprived of its natural 
food that contains just the elements necessary for its support 
and development. The normal child grows faster in its early 
months than it does at any other period of its life. It is 
certainly unfortunate,if necessity compells the adoption of a 
substitute food, and inexcusable otherwise. 

The use of a “pacifier” cannot be too strongly condemned 
on the ground that it induces an unnatural habit that results 
in the bending of the flexible bones of the jaws. Classed with 
this is the common habit of thumb sucking. These and other 
similar habits result disastrously, and early, persistent and 
vigorous efforts should be made to break them up at their 
first appearance. 

Of all the habits, however, the most powerful and serious 
in its results is mouth breathing, previously mentioned; most 
serious because if continued it will inevitably result in some 
of the more complicated forms of irregular teeth, but more 
important still, because of its more direct and powerful 
action on the lungs, with the resultant loss of bodily vigor and 
lowered resistance to the infectious diseases, like the fevers of 
childhood and tuberculosis. 

This habit, induced by obstructions in the nose, begins, 
perhaps, during a common “cold” and is continued after the 
cold has disappeared. A cold in the head is usually considered 
as something inevitable and of little consequence. 

Its immediate results may be so, but in reality it is a 
warning symptom of lowered resistance and lack of tone which 
easily leads to a repetition and may be the starting point of a 
“vicious circle” that may have as its termination, death through 
one of the many infectious diseases. Every child subject to 
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colds should have its nose and throat examined and attended 
to if necessary. 

However, the removal of the nasal obstruction will not 
cure an established habit of mouth breathing and special 
efforts*must be begun to check it. 

As soon as the temporary teeth appear, an inflexible 
routine of brushing and rinsing should be started, and by the 
time temporary dentition is completed, the child should be 
taken to the dentist for the simple operation of cleaning, as a 
matter of education alone, and these visits continued regularly 
so that the dentist may have the opportunity to do preventive 
dentistry and gain the confidence of the child. Under this plan 
the child need have no dread or fear of these visits and from 
its Own experience will learn to class the dentist as a friend. 


Neglect of the temporary teeth is perhaps the most frequent 
of all causes, and irregularities arising in this way are very 
complicated and difficult to treat. These teeth serve not only 
their evident purpose, but each one preserves a space for its 
successor in the permanent set. No child without the full 
number of baby teeth, kept whole throughout their natural 
period, can hope to have regular teeth afterward. It is of 
vastly greater importance for the child, from the standpoint of 
general health, to care for and preserve its teeth up to the age 
of sixteen than it is afterward. 

An improper diet may be responsible as a cause. Milk is 
the natural food for the infant and supplies all the demand for 
erowth in its early life. As soon as the teeth appear, the diet 
changes gradually and care should be taken to maintain a 
properly balanced diet, continuing the milk and adding to it 
the cereals, fruit and vegetables, and finally the meats. 

Aside from the food value, enough of the coarser elements 
of foods should be given to aid digestion and provide sufficient 
exercise for the teeth, and insure a proper amount of saliva to 
digest the starchy elements. 

Soft foods should be avoided for this reason. 

Thorough mastication and happy, leisurely meal times are 
conducive to good digestion. 

How can-the idea of “prevention” be applied to this 
question? By watchful home care to eliminate any of these 
causative factors in the early months and years as soon as they 
appear. By supplying proper food and controlling the exercise, 
play, sleep, and fresh air. By attention to the laws of bodily 
hygiene, giving particular attention to the daily care of the 
mouth and starting the child at the age of three on a system of 
periodic “Preventive Dentistry”, inspection, cleaning and decay 
control. At the age of five, and sooner if there is a suspicion 
of irregularity, inspection by the Orthodontist. 

If the child is subject to repeated colds or develops the 
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habit of breathing through the mouth, consult a nose and throat 
specialist, as adenoids are probably present. Also break up the 
mouth breathing habit by a regular, faithfully continued series 
of forceful breathing exercises, possibly disguising them as a 
game or form of play. 

Irregularity, once started, never corrects itself, but always 
tends to grow progressively worse. 

Preventive Orthodontia, is much to be preferred to the 
older methods of correction, undertaken after it has progressed 
to the aggravated and complicated stage that is sure to appear 
after the age of twelve. From five to eight, and the earlier the 
better, is the most advantageous age for treatment, because 
better results can be obtained, less time and effort consumed 
and no pain need be caused at this age.

This editorial appeared in a recent issue of Every Week. It is well worth 
careful reading. 


¥: ESTERDAY a man traveled two miles out of his way, 








and wasted two hours of his time, in order to call on 
me and make a complaint. 

We had published a photograph taken by him, and 
had failed to put his name as the photographer in little type 
underneath. 

It was. our mistake, and I told him I was sorry about it. 
but as he left I thought to myself, “My dear sir, I have your 
measure to a quarter of an inch.” 

And I felt like warning him to be careful, in walking over 
the subway gratings, lest he should drop through one of the 
cracks. ; ) 

For it is only little men, as I have observed, who are so 
tremendously concerned about the precise allotment of credit 
in this world. 

I cannot imagine Lincoln walking two miles out of his 
way to protest because his name had not been printed in little 
type. 

He formed a Cabinet of men better known nationally than 
he himself: four of them were sure that they were far greater 
than he. 

Seward wrote to his wife: “Only one man can save the 
Union, and I am the man.” 

Stanton said to a friend who asked him what he was go- 
ing to do in the Cabinet: “I am going to make Abe Lincoln 
President of the United States.” 

Chase from the Treasury Department conducted an open 
campaign for Lincoln’s defeat and his own nomination to the 
Presidency. 

Yet Lincoln—aware of it all—pursued his quiet way un- 
troubled. He meant to save the Union; and if he could do it 
by submitting to Stanton’s abuse, he would submit gladly. 

If he could do it by suffering some personal humiliation at 
the hands of McClellan and Fremont, it was a price he was 
glad to pay. 

If Seward or Stanton or Chase were to have the credit 
when the thing was done, he did not care. The important 
thing was to get it done, let the credit fall where it might. 

Have you read the story of Harriman’s fight to save the 
Imperial Valley, as told by George Kennan? 

In 1907 the Colorado River overflowed its banks, and 
threatened to destroy the valley. Though Harriman’s rail- 
roads did not own any of the land in the valley, Harriman 
jumped in and spent $1,500,000 to stem the flood. 
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When it became evident that another million or more 
would be required, he telegraphed President Roosevelt, and 
the President told him to go ahead and practically assured him 
that Congress would reimburse him. 

Harriman saved the valley, Roosevelt recommended his 
reimbursement; but Congress never acted on the recommenda- 
tion, and Harriman’s roads have never to this day been reim- 
bursed. 

Shortly before his death, Harriman revisited the valley, 
and was met by a reporter. 

“Mr. Harriman, the government hasn’t paid you that 
money,” said the reporter, “and your work does not seem to be 
duly appreciated;°do you not, under the circumstances, regret 
having made this large expenditure?” 

“No,” replied Mr. Harriman, “The valley was worth sav- 
ing, wasn’t it?” 

“Yes,” said the reporter. 

“Then we have the satisfaction of knowing that we saved 
it, haven’t we?” 

Not much reward, you say, for the expenditure of two or 
three million dollars. But it’s the only kind of reward that 
big men really value. 

There is a wise old saying to this effect: “A great deal of 
good can be done in the world, if one is not too careful who 
gets the credit.” 

If your object in life is to get credit, you'll probably get 
it, if you work hard enough. 

But don’t be too much surprised and disappointed when 
some chap who just went ahead and did the thing, without 
thinking of the credit, winds up with more medals on his chest 
than you, with all your striving, have collected on yours.

THE WORLDS SUPPLY OF BRISTLE 
AND THE TOOTH BRUSH 


T Nizhni Novgorod, Russia, has been held for cen- 

turies one of the world’s greatest annual fairs. The val- 

ue of the goods sold amounted to $90,000,000, and all 
of these were actually present on the spot. 

With the coming of the great European War the Nizhni 
Fair has become one of the world’s casualties, as if by some 
occult agreement the merchants simply failed to come; the 
shutters of. the once busy bazaars were turned like blind eyes 
towards a world that would not heed, and the Fair of 1917 
failed to materialize. Whether this archaic institution will ever 
revive its ancient glories is a question. 

One of the commodities dealt in was rough bristle employed 
in the manufacture of brushes of all kinds, including tooth- 
brushes; for be it known, we have to go to Europe and Asia 
for our supply of bristle. The finest grades are obtained from 
Russia, China, Siberia, India, Roumania, and Poland. The 
Russian hog is a low spare animal with bristles long, stiff and 
straight, intended as a protective covering from the cold. In 
Summer the hogs are driven in herds through the forest to feed 
on soft roots when they shed their bristles by rubbing them- 
selves against the trees. The peasants carefully collect and 
save them as they are an important source of revenue. These 
in turn are gathered by wandering peddlers and gradually reach 
points for shipment over impassable roads even in war times, 
as in proportion to its weight bristle will bear the expense of 
transportation. Bristle “dressers” and those making a business 
of buying, selling, sorting roughly, cleaning and bundling ready 
for the use of brush manufacturers, meet at the Nizhni Fair 
from all climes. 

The best bristle has come from Russia. Fashion demands 
white bristle for the tooth-brush. Northern China supplies a 
most excellent bristle, but it is black, and beyond the ordinary 
process of bleaching. The bristle of commerce before it can be 
used in brush making, must be bleached, combed, dried and 
sterilized. Much care has to be taken to retain its elasticity, as 
lifeless bristle means a worthless brush. 
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The bristle market in the past has been largely controlled 
by the Germans who forwarded their product ‘to Paris, which, 
up to the European War, was the bristle headquafters of the 
world. Due to war conditions and the interruption of an 
ancient fair held in a half civilized country, the world’s supply 
of bristle has become seriously jeopardized and the price doubled 
and quadrupled. Bristles are getting to be poorer in quality 
and dearer, not only in the tooth-brush, but in the hair and 
shaving brush also. England has placed an embargo on the 
exportation of brushes of all kinds. Only a few French brushes 
reach our market. The price is steadily going up and the 
quality down. 


We have several tooth-brush manufacturers in America 
who are meeting the demand for their product, with a reserve 
supply of bristle. At one time it was possible to purchase a 
well made tooth-brush at from ten to twenty-five cents. The 
same brush now costs fifty cents or more. In the larger cities 
the best tooth-brushes are retailed at a dollar apiece. But with 
the humble broom, in spite of the modern vacuum cleaner, 
selling at a dollar, why not the same for a tooth-brush? One 
thing that adds to the expense of the tooth-brush is the variety 
of styles. One store specializing in the commodity formerly 
carried in stock over one hundred different types. 


The matter of sentiment and use enters also as a factor 
in determining the price of any article. In the Northern States 
cornmeal must be of a yellow color; in the South white. In 
other sections light blue cornmeal is in demand and commands 
a premium. The Boston market has a superstition in favor of 
eggs with a brown shell. New York demands the white shell 
variety, and pays a premium of several cents a dozen to insure 
same. The modern tooth-brush to demand the highest price, 
must have white bristles even if bleached to the point of injury. 


There is no reason except a sentimental one why the 


bristles of our tooth-brushes should not be unbleached or even » 


black in color. If this war continues we may be forced to ac- 
cept the dark bristle of Northern China, and as a result the 
tooth-brush will be cheaper and better. Certain it is, that our 
supply of white bleached bristle is being rapidly depleted, and 
at the close of the war we may become educated as to the 
value of the darker bristle. The dental profession can do much 
to offset this prejudice by informing their patients as to the 
value of the darker bristle. The price of tooth-brushes can then 
be maintained at a reasonable figure. 
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Private Watkins was lecturing his 
mates one day on the necessity of 
tact when dealing with the French, 
and elucidated thus: “Now I was 
billeted with a French family the 
other day, and after I had been 
shown to my room [ started out for 
a walk.
